P ittsb u rg, JPp, May 20,—The scale con­ 
ference of the iron m anufacturers and the 
Amalgamated association, which has been 
in daily session since last Friday, adjourned 
sine die Monday evening without having 
reached a settlement. 
This turn of affairs 
is a great surprise, as it was thought the 
proposition of the Amalgamated association 
to accept a 10 pjf cent, reduction would 
meet the approval of the manufacturers. 
The latter were not satisfied with this, 
however, and demanded other concessions, 
which the iron-work ers refused to grant, 
an I the conference brok e up. 
A general strik e on Juue I now se e m s in­ 
evitable. 
Both sides appear determined to 
hold out. and a bitter struggle is anticipated. 
The Amalgamated association will have 
their scale printed immediately and sent to 
all the m anufacturers in 
the west 
on 
Wednesday. 
The officers of the association 
claim that a number of mill-owners will ac­ 
cept their scale and continue thoir mills in 
operation. 
This is denied by tne iron* 
masters, who declare that they never were as 
strongly united as now. Necrefcury Martin, of 
the Amalgamated association, in speak ing 
of the conference, said: 
“Perfect harmony 
prevailed, but the m anufacturers wanted 
too much. 
In the interest of peace, the 
iron-work ers 1 committee 
made c moeSsion 
after concession, until finally they were 
compelled to refuse to mak e any more 
changes.” 
Concluding, Mr. Martin said they would 
stand out for six months if it was nee >« sary 
to gain their ¡*» int. 
If the mills close down 
nearly 100,000 
men will be thrown out of 
employment 
Mr*. Martin was ask ed: **©o you think a 
strik e will occur# ” 
“That I can not tell. 
The first thing I do 
Tuesday moruing is to send the revised scale 
to the printers. 
On Wednesday the scale« 
will be sent out through the mails to every 
lodge. 
If they are not signed by the first of 
Juue a strik e will result. 
No more confer­ 
ences are to be called so far as we aiH* con­ 
cerned. 
If the manufacturer* ask for an­ 
other, of course we will attend. 
We are 
willing to discuss the m atter as long as 
they, but there is little use in i t 
My im­ 
pression is that quite a number of firms will 
sign the scale before next Monday. 
I have 
read a telegram a t the conference from a 
num ber of work men at Youngstown, ask ing 
for our consent to their pulling out, and 
fighting for the present scale.” 
On Wednesday next the nail m anufactur­ 
ers of the United States will meet in this 
eity for the purpose of considering the scale 
to be presented to them by the United 
Nailers of North America. 
The scale is the 
same as last year. 
There is no change 
whatever: in fact, it 
is the same scale 
that they have been work ing on since 1871. 
This 
Is to lie an 
im portant meeting, 
from the fact that the m anufacturers of iron 
nails and steel nails are trying to fight each 
other. 
In conversation with a well-k nown 
nailer he stated that they did not anticipate 
any trouble, as he had it from the very best 
authority that in case the m anufacturers of 
iron nails k ick , the steel men would sign the 
scale. 
There is a little hitch between these 
two. 
The iron men wanted the nailers to 
fix their scale so as to mak e an increased 
demand of 10 per cent of the steel nail m an­ 
ufacturers and a reduction of 10 per cent, on 
the iron men. 
This would even the scale for 
the nailers, and would give the iron nail 
men a chance to undersell their opponents. 
But this the nailers refused to do, and sub­ 
mitted the last year1» scale. 
If there is any 
trouble it will be among the m anufacturers 
themselves. 
The nailer further stated that 
in case there was a strik e, whieh he did not 
consider a t all probable, their association, 
which, by the way, is independent of the 
Amalgamated association, is in a hotter posi­ 
tion to meet it than ever before.

Sherman in his divorce 
litigation with 
Florence M. Sherman, a daughter of the 
late ex-Gov. John J. Bagley, of Michigan. 
Robertson having been stigmatized as 
a per­ 
jurer, Messrs. Sherman and Brook e, as coun­ 
sel for W alter R. Sherman, moved to have 
the decree of divoroe against him vacated 
and for a new trial. 
The motion was board 
by Judge Van 
Vorat Monday. In their 
affidavits the Shermans declared that J ames 
Annette swore falsely on the trial as well as 
Robertson. 
W alter Sherman swore that the 
charges of infidelity against him were un­ 
true, and he was supported 
by his brother 
in the averm ent that 
his wife had treated 
him badly .

Mrs. Sherman made a long affidavit. She 
averred that her husband had inserted mat-* 
ters of malicious slander in his affidavit re­ 
specting her, and that his brother had

Robertson 
and

nette had 
told 
the 
truth. 
Next she 
told how she had eloped from Ithaca, when 
she was only 15 years old, with W alter R.

They were married here, and very soon 
after ho began to ill-treat her. She left him, 
but returned to bim at bis earnest solicita­ 
tion. 
Finally, in 1882, he left her, she said, 
because the proof of bis infidelity was nt 
hand.

there are inoro than 7,000,000. 
Then there 
were in Mississippi 220,000 negroes, now 
G50.000. 
Then there wore in Georgia 454,- 
000 negroes, now 725,000. 
Then 
there 
were in South Carolina 400,000, now more 
than 600,000. 
Five hundred negro babies 
are born in the United Staten every day. 
Tho colored population of the United States 
doubles ©very twenty years, the white pop­ 
ulation only once in thirty-live years—eight 
years will not have elapsed before the ne­ 
groes will 
in a numerical m ajority in 
some of the southern states. 
At the present 
rate of increase, in 1985 there will lie 96,000,- 
000 white people in the United States and 
192,000,OIK) colored peopls. 
In South Carolina the negro has bought 
and paid for 2 7 0,000 acres of land which he 
cultivates. 
In the south ho pays taxes on 
more than 
$9 1,000,000 
of property. 
Ho is 
editing, printing and publishing 
106 news­ 
papers, and yet of tho 
7 ,000,000 colored peo­ 
ple of this country, moro than 6,000.000 can 
not read nor write. 
The event of the session was the discussion 
of Judge Drak e’s resolution of last Friday, 
which arraigned the Roman Catholic church 
as unchristian and declared its baptism to 
be Invalid. 
Judge Drak e hoped his resolu­

divine« , 
that the Roman 
Catholic 
church, 
though 
corrupt and 
teaching 
many 
errors, 
yet 
retaining 
the 
Holy scriptures and ancient creeds 
with the fundamental truths of Chris­ 
tianity, is still a branch of tho Church of 
Christ, and, therefore, that the sacram ent 
of baptism, administered by hor in the 
name of the Holy Trinity, and with tho in­ 
tention to baptize, is true and valid Chris­ 
tian baptism, which cannot, and ought not 
to. be repealed. 
By this time it was 5 o’clock , tho hour for 
adjournment.

ANIMAL LANGUAGE. 


INTERESTING ITEMS CONCERNING * 
SUBJECT LITTLE UNDERSTOOD. 


F or Heal V ocalization Fowl* Excel —Ex­ 
perience w ith H orses—A M atter 
of H ered ity—Passions P lainly 
Told in B ird Langu age. 


“E. P. P.” in St. Lou is Globe-Democrat.] 
This su bject of animal langu age interest> 
me more and more, for I find it is not 
merely a power they have, bu t a very cu l­ 
tivable power. 
If you will talk with the 
creatu res in you r back yard, they soon get 
not only to u nderstand you r general mean­ 
ing, bu t to reply with modifications of 
sou nd that are me ant for you in particu lar. 
One or two hons in a flock will show partic­ 
u lar aptitu do in telling you w hat they 
think . 
Some horses have, or can have, an 
oc tave of sou nds and express very nice 
gradations of dislik e and pleasu re, even u p 
to defined lau ghter. 
Other animals lau gh, 
notably birds, 
with articu late 
sou nds. 
Some years since I owned a horse, with 
which I u ndertook to drive to a neighboring 
town over the hills in winter. 
A spot 
of hidden ice su ddenly tripped her, and 
for a time it was impossible for her to get 
u p. 
Bu t by efforts that entirely exhau sted 
me I finally got her on foot again. 
She 
never forgot it. 
Bu t my approach to the 
stable was invariably weleoraed by cordial 
neighs, and that not su fficing, she wou ld pu t 
her head affectionately on my shou lder or 
u nder my arm. 
On another occasion a pet 
Morgan called me, while I was engaged fifty 
rods from the barn, with lou d and persistent 
calls that I instantly u nderstood meant 
trou ble. Going hastily to the stablee, I fou nd 
the cows had brok en down a door and were 
capable of doing mischief. 
As soon as I ap­ 
proached the horse gave a satisfied whinny, 
followod by a long sigh of relief, and went 
to eating qu ietly. 
But fo r real v o calisatio n the fo wls surpass 
bo th animals and birds. 
I hav e had o ne 
ro o ster that had a remarkable po wer o f 
laughing. 
No o ne co uld po ssibly hear him 
witho ut do ing as he wo uld when Go ugb 
laughs—laugh with him. 
No w, a do g has a 
diffused laugh all o v er, but especially co n­ 
centrates a chuckle in his tail. 
The do g’s 
tail is the mo st cultured tail amo ng ani­ 
mals. 
It no t o nly laughs, but it talks. 
The 
tail o f a co w has no mo re sense than an o x - 
gad, and a ho rse’s tail is no t much wiser. 
They ev en lash flies in a lo o se way that sho ws 
they do n’t kno w, ex cept in a general way , 
where the fly is. 
It was necessary that men 
sho uld lo se such a brainless appendage. 
At 
the brain increases the tail decreases, and 
laughing and talking go o v er to the brain. 
In study ing animal language we musl 
study , no t o nly their po wer o f adaptability 
to us, but o ur po wer o f adaptatio n to them. 
That is, hav ing o urselv es ev o lv ed o ur lan­ 
guage fro m the sign and emo tio nal stsgsi 
there still is in us a capacity fo r go ing back 
to tho se creatures that hav e no t y et co rns 
up to an intelligent language; we o an pul 
fo rth an effo rt to meet them half way . 
Pro fesso r Bartho lo mew with his trained 
ho rses talks with them in equina language. 
It needs to dro p wo rds and thro w ex pressio n 
into terms. 
In that way and fo r that res 
so n singing brings o s nearer to the mo st o t 
o ur friends than articulatio n. 
Yet if w« 
co nstantly talk to animals as if they under­ 
sto o d us, we shall find o urselv es inv o luntar­ 
ily mo dify ing o ur so unds, and shall be sur­ 
prised to find ho w much they ev idently co m 
prebend o ur meaning 
The relations which 
we assume to animals 
rapidly modifies their articu lation. 
It is 
not the parrot 
o nly that learns to talk fro m 
human interco urse, but all animals and 
birds as well 
Yo u hav e o nly to test this 
in 
you r own yard o r o n y o ur farm. 
I hav e 
a 
horsy that when pu rchased, k new 
human be­ 
ings from some u npleasant side, and was ac­ 
cu stomed to pu t o n terrible pretenses of do 
vou ring stall boys. 
They had probably de­ 
served to be eaten. 
She never vocalized ex­ 
cept a snort of anger, and declined any 
familiarity. 
She is now capable of ex­ 
pressing herself in a way that wou ld tatisfy 
Dean Swift. 
There Is a consciou sness in 
every motion that she is conversing 
with 
me; and she has qu ite a v o cal range of af­ 
fection and inqu iry. 
That this is capable of becoming a mat* 
ter of heredity you can determine in a short 
time. 
Try with a small herd of cows or a 
flock of sheep to breed for intelligence and 
expression, and you will find that you r herd 
is even more capable of evolu tion and na t­ 
u ral selection in the moral and emotional 
line than in physical characteristics of a 
lower sort. 
I havo bad a breed of cows to 
thjj sixth generation. 
In only one or two 
crosses has this stock failod of pecu liar mild* 
nes-i of disposition; in those exceptions the 
Intelligence was more than ever mark ed, 
bu t with a tendency to trick ery. 
Bu t in all 
cu se< the evident desire to commu nicate 
and express emotions to liu iu u n beings has 
been predominant, and the ability has, 1 
think , increase!. 
A Jersey cow rarely lows, 
bu t has a range of soft, k indly sou nds for 
her hu man friends. 
In all cases it is necessary to remember 
that animal langu u go, lik e hu man langu age, 
begins on the level of emotional life; and in 
neither case rises often to the pu rely intel­ 
lectu al. 
It is not impossible to meet men 
from some of the English cou nties and the 
irivh whose vocabu lary does not exeoe 1 
or 3 >0 words. 
If we are to believe reports, 
Au stralians havo fewer. 
Articu lation is a 
pu rely intellectu al affair to cover ideas, u n­ 
less u vel in the mimicry of parrots. 
The 
au imu l life does not requ ire it. 
It reqires 
only 
ejacu lation 
and 
projected sou nds 
m oil tied by passion or emotion. Love, haste, 
au ger, desire, are as plainly told in bird 
langu age u s in the machinery of hu man 
word a 
Indeed, the langu age of au imals 
tells all these things more emphatically and 
gracefu lly. Wo rds ex press lo v e o nly 
when 
they borrow 
the mo dulatio ns of ths do v e.

Prophecy — W hat 
Schools H ave Failed to Do. 
Free 


[Chicago Times.] 
One of the most remark able men of the 
ago is Sir John Lu bbock . 
A bank er and 
member of parliam ent, he finds time or 
tak es time to mak e scientific investigations, 
collect cabinets, stu dy the habits of insects, 
organize schools, write book s and deliver 
lectu res. 
A few days ago he was the lead 
ing speak er a t the opening of the free li­ 
brary and mu seu m at Shrewsbu ry. In his ad­ 
dress, which abou nded in wit, learning, and 
philosophy, he made the prediction that tho 
groat readers of the next generation will be, 
not ou r lawyers, doctors, merchant-, oi 
manu factu rer's, bu t the mechanic, artisan, 
end laborer. 
Tho reason, he thou ght, was 
natu ral. 
The former work with tho head, 
and in their daily avocations bocome weary 
of mental toil. 
A fter the day’s work is over 
they are not inclinod to read book s, bu t wish 
to seek exercise in the open air. 
W ith per­ 
sons who labor with their hands, however, 
the case is different. 
They have had su ffi­ 
cient exercise, and now desire a change. 
Their miu ds are active at night, and they 
tak e pleasu re in book s. 
Many mechanics 
who road and stu died du ring the evening 
wou ld tak e the su bstance of the book s back 
to the shop the next day, and have their 
tho ughts directed toward it 
while they 
work ed. 
The lecturer admitted that up to this time 
the scho lars o f the wo rld hav e been tho se 
who selected intellectual pursuit*. 
They 
had a scho lastic training fro m childho o d, 
and co ntinued to read and study bo o ks fro m 
Labit 
Perso ns who wo rked with their 
hands had no t fo und a kno wledge o f bo o ks 
necessary to success, and they had neglected 
them. 
No w with a free-echo o l 
sy stem 
v ery o ne wo uld beco me educated, and, with 
sho rter ho urs fo r labo r and free libraries, 
they wo uld beco me readers and thinkers. 
All this so unds well, and in America it has 
a v ery familiar so und. 
Similar statements 
were made in this co untry , which estab­ 
lished free scho o ls and libraries befo re Eng­ 
land did, mo re,than fo rty y ears ago . 
Klibu 
Burritt and Ho race Mann fo reto ld the time 
when, thro ugh the Instrumentality o f free 
scho o ls and libraries and sho rter ho urs fo r 
labo r, ev ery mechanic and labo rer wo uld 
he intelligent and learned 
The time fo r the fulfillment o f the pro ph­ 
ecy lo ng since passed, but the intellectual 
millennium has no t appeared, and ev ery 
y ear seems to he further o ff than ev er. 
There are free scho o ls in ev ery hamlet and 
a high scho o l and free library in ev ery 
co nsiderable v fiiega. The ho urs o f labo r 
fo r tho se who are darned as mechanics are 
usually ebo n 8*111 it Is no t y et co mmo n to 
find higfaly -o dAo ated o r e m wall ro ad men 
amo ng any d a m o f labo rers. Mr. Burt, a 
distinguished member o t parliament, who 
has spent mo o ts time la this o o o n try , states 
that they ash n ea t scarcer ten than in 
Great Britain.

glad that the lawy ers of the district with­ 
out distinction of party , went to Rochelle, 
captured the co av entio n, endorsed Judge 
Eustace, and sat down hard upon the two 
or three men who attempted to vent their 
perso nal spite in this "way . 


legislative branches « .f the government, 
have certain fixed duties to perform; but 
the judge of a court is often left to act 
according to circumstance. 
Indeed he is 
q uite freq uently a law unto himself, where 
1 his decisions involve not only the rights 
of the community at large but the liberty 
of an individual. 
Furthermore his acts 
are freq uently such as involve heavy ap­ 
propriations of money , alway s to be pakl 
by the people in tuxes. 
For instance, an 
easy Lroing judge migijt prolong a term of 
court many day s or weeks longer than 
necessary and thereby cause an ex pense 
to the people which a judge with a desire 
to do his duty would not permit. 
A clever 
sort of a judge would aim to please the 
selfish lawy ers who by continuence of 
cases and postponements of trials might 
enhance the chances of escape from pun­ 
ishment of villainous clients. 
It' the 
reader understands the peculiar compo­ 
sition of human nature he has seen selfish 
lawy ers raving niud at the judge because 
“ the court’’ refused a new trial and in 
sisted that the thief be sent to Joliet. 
Had the judge been an officer more bent 
on pleasing the pompous lawy er thun de­ 
sirous of having the law enforced, the 
selfish barrister would have been granted 
a new trial and thus added a thousand or 
two dollars to the lawy er’s wealth, while 
the cost of running the court another 
week or so to try the case would fall 
heavily upon the tax pay er. Jk person 
with ordinary intelligence can himsvlf 
follow this line of argument through its 
many phases and see how important it is 
that o ur judges are no t o nly able lawy ers 
but faithful servents, who lo o k after the 
Interest of the peo ple. 
An ho nest lawy er 
desires such a judg e fo r he Is eq ually in­ 
terested with the peo ple. Now the q ues­ 
tio n is sug g ested: Are tire present judges 
honest, capable sad efficient? We have 
never heard ii hinted that they are not. 
To disiKJse of the business which comes 
before them in this circuit they must be 
hard-working aud efficient officers, if it 
be true, as claimed, that another judge is 
needed in each judicial district of the 
State; for certainly another is req uire here 
if uny where; as one of the three is en­ 
gaged most of the time in Chicago in the 
appellate court. 
The vote will be small 
at the coming election and, therefore, 
with a little money , aud a small amount 
of cunning,sly work,a very inefficient man 
could be elected by the sheer iudiffer 
euce of the people generally . 
Therefore 
we would earnestly urge our people to 
turn out and vote at the coming election. 
The opinion prevails that the present 
judges will undoubtedly be re-elected and 
it is in this thought that lies the danger. 


—The independent candidate forjudge 
was one of the leaders in calling a law­ 
y ers’ convention at Rochelle and his 
name appears in the call. 
He canvassed 
the district for the nomination and stated 
on various occasions that he would with­ 
out doubt be nominated. 
After the con­

lie did not see that he had started a m a­ 
chine, as machine politicians sometimes 
do, that soon became uncontrollable and 
therefore ran over him. 
But all this is 
but preliminary . 
T h e T e l e g r ap h de­ 
sires to know if there is the same standard 
of honor ex isting among lawy ers that hold 
good among other men? For instance: 
To call a convention and attend it as a 
delegate implies that the party so engaged 
agrees to abide by the decision of the del­ 
egates; and, it has been supposed, is in 
honor bound to support the nominees. 
When lawy ers submit a matter to art i- 
t rat ion, as was the ease with the parties 
now working for au Independent candi­ 
date when they themselves called the 
Rochelle convention, it has been suppos­ 
ed that they , as honorable men. would 
submit to the decision of the arbitrators. 
We would like to know if the lawy ers 
who called the Rochelle can vent ion aud 
ure now endeavoring to defeat the men 
who were fairly nominated, consider it 
honorable, fair and just to carry on such 
sort of war. 
Even savugcs respect treat­ 
ies aud honor a flag of truce. 
Such con 
duct as this we refer to on the part of 
sev eral lawy ers has not, by gentlemen, 
been considered honorable. 
We hope
